Examiners report that fully 50 per 


cent of the failures ill government ex- 
am i nations aro duo to inability to spell 
correctly, so it is not a matter of very 
great sunwise to find candidates en- 
deavoring to guard against a possibility 
of failure by tho illicit uso of diction- 
aries. At an examination for lady clerk- 
ships one of the candidates was seen to 
have constant recourse to a huge suicll- 
ijig bcttle vjhich stood on her desk. Tho 
lynx eyed inspector, however, noticed 
that previous to applying it to her nose 
she invariably gazed into the interior, 
apparently anxious to ascertain its con- 
tents. 
Being suspicious that matters 


were not exactly as they should TJO, he 
expressed a desiro to examine the bottle, 
and promptly had his suspicious veri- 
fied, for the contents proved to be a 
hexagonal shaped roller, on each side of 
which was inscribed in minute charac- 
ters a large number of words usually 
misspelled. The roller communicated 
with a small screw on tho outside of the 
bottle, the turning of which brought 
the several faces of the roller successive- 
ly into view.

with copper; tea, with prussiaii bluo 
and peppers and spices and many other 
art.ides with all sorts of ingredients. If 
the Romans had tho advantage over us 
in this particular, we excel them in tho 
variety of our aliments and in modes of 
preparation. Of the few things they 
possessed iii common with us asparagus 
was one. 
With them, however, tho 


.stalks were much larger, three, or four 
not infrequently weighing a pound. It 
was eaten, as with us, with a white 
sauce. 
Preparations of pork were simi- 


lar. 
Indeed it is from the Romans that 


we derive a knowledge of how to make 
brawn, sausages and blood puddings. 
The two htst were invented in the reign 
of Tiberius. The puddings were made 
of pig's blood interspersed with cubes 
of fat, precisely as they aro prepared 
today. Dormice were also considered a 
great delicacy l>y the Romans. They 
were specially fattened and were used 
as a basis for soup and in the form of 
sausage and brawn.—Exchange.

There has been a great donl of con 


troversy lately relative to the [>oluie.i 
belief of Hon. James F. Wilson, tiio 
Democratic 
nominee for suite treas- 


urer, and an effort made to place him 
in the ranks of different parties. That 
much mooted question has ;u tast been 
settled by Mr. Wilson himself, in a 
straight forward, honest and 
manlv- 


utterance a few days ago. In a pub Sic 
statement he gives the history of Ms 
iife and tells of his conversion to the 
ranks of the silver hosts, and why he 
left tho Republican party.

Prom 1871 to

lic schools, of Chagrin 
FVills three 


years and at Ashtabti>a 
four years. 


Since 1878 1 have resided hi my native 
place, Warren. 


"That city is called the capital of 


the Western Reserve anil Gibraltar of 
Republicanism, and up to one year ago 
I had always been a Republican. 
I 


was active among them, having been 
tin-airman of the county centra;! com- 
mittee ami secretary of the executive 
committee many yea<rs, and had been 
honored by them on many occasions. 
My conversion is a simple tale. 


"I began tiio 
study of silver and 


kindred questions four years ago, when 
President Cleveland convened congress 
to repeal the silver purchasing act as 
the primary cause o£ the money panic.

The funeral of John Kernor, fcho 


young man who met suoh a tragic 
death by lightning on Robinson avenue 
Tuesday afternoon, will be hold tomor- 
row morning from St Mary's Oath- 
olio church. 
Deceased was twenty- 


two years old. 
He was tho son of Geo. 


Kerner, the tailor, of 75 West Seventh 
street. 
Ho had been ill for several 


weeks with typhoid fever and was just 
recovering auttioiently to get out doors 
again. 


Geo. Haag, who was sitting under 


the tree with Keruer, was severely 
stunned and had a rnuoh closer call for 
his life than his oousin, Henry Hang, 
who was standing up under the tree. 
George was sitting by tho sido of Ker- 
ner on the cushion which had been 
taken out of the buggy. 
When 
the 


bolt descended ho was knocked several 
feet and did not recover consciousness 
for several minutes after being taken 
home. 
His hair was singod on tho side 


ot his head and a rod straak is clearly 
marked on bis shoulder. Ho complains 
of his head {hurting him. 
Ho is rap- 


idly recovering from tho shock and will 
be able to got out in a few days. 
Hen- 


ry Hang was standing up under the 
tree, holding bis head over for tho wa- 
ter to drain off his hat. 
Ho wns 


knocked down, but not rendered uncon- 
scious. 


Tho only mnrk on the body of tho 


unfortunate Kerner was a blue streak 
down his bnck over the spine. 
No 


bones wore broken. 
Death was instan- 


taneous. 
Tho tree under which the 


men wore sitting was tho big oak in 
tho center of Robinson avenue, near 
the Free Will Baptist church. 
The 


bark was peeled off down the center, a 
strip about two inches wide on the side 
the men were 
sitting. 
Tho horse 


hitched in the buggy, and standing 
only a few feet away fromjthe men, 
wns not even knocked down.

stone pile 6anB> a Quarter of n dozen 
strong, marched forth to conquer lime- 
stone piles at tho stockade. At nine 
o'clock, when the guard in charge, Ar- 
thur Ooriull, counted noses, therowere 
only two on deck. 
One man had taken 


French leave. 


The missing man was John Pearsol. 


Ho was arrested a short time ago for 
stealing §35 from n fellow named Jack- 
son, at Windel's livery stable. 
Jack- 


son and Poarsol, who nro both colored 
fixed the matter up but the mayor 
would not consent to the arrangement. 
Accordingly he gave Pearsol §25 and 
costs and twonty-flvo clays on the stone 
pile. 
Ho began hii time cracking rock 


Tuesday morning. This morning ho 
went out with his two comrades in 
misery and began work, wearing the 
thirty-five pound bnll and chain as an 
ornament. 
Guard Corioll went nwuy 


for a few minutes, about nine o'clock, 
leaving tho "gang" to their own de- 
vices. 
When he returned Poarsol wns 


missing. Coriell thought he was some- 
where in tho neighborhood and leisure- 
ly hunted up Day Policeman Bcatty. 
They searched tbo river 
bauk in the 


neighborhood, but could discover no 
trace of tho runaway. 
They thou re- 


turned to tho stockaclo and discovered 
tho ball and chain, which Poarsol had 
worn, hid in a rock pile. 
Ho had 


broken tho chain off near his leg and 
then hid it and in ado good big escape. 
Tho probabilities are that ho has loft 
town for good.
